Two  of  the  Poliomyelitis  cases  were  unconfirmed  in  Hospital.  Every  case 
and  possible  contacts  were  interviewed  and  advised.  Beyond  mother  to  child, 
it  was  impossible  to  trace  infection. 


5.  TUBERCULOSIS. 


There  was  only  one  new  notification  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during  the 
year,  and  five  were  transferred  from  other  Districts.

Mass  Radiography  Service. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the  South  Western  Hospital  Board  visited  the 
National  Nautical  School  on  November  7th  and  examined  219  people.  No  case  of 
Tuberculosis  was  found. 

A  further  visit  in  January  1958  to  the  Central  Electricity  Authority  and 
Albright  &  Wilson’ s  revealed  one  case  in  a  young  man  in  the  latter  firm,  where 
273  we re  examined.

7.  GENERAL  PROVISION  OP  MEDICAL  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Laboratory  facilities  for  bacteriological  purposes  are  provided  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratories  at  Musgrove  Park  Hospital,  Taunton  a.nd  at  Canynge  Hall, 

Whatley  Road,  Bristol  and  for  analytical  purposes  at  the  County  Laboratory, 

County  Hall,  Taunton.  Atmospheric  Pollution  analyses  have  been  done  by  the  Bristol 
City  Analyst,  by  arrangement  with  the  County  Council.

The  County  Medical  Officer  and  his  Staff  are  responsible  for  the  active 
operation  of  the  Health  Services  under  the  National  Health  Service  Acts,  1946-52.

An  Ambulance  is  stationed  in  Portishead  and  works  in  co-operation  with  the 
Clevedon  centre  for  service. 

All  Hospitals  are  under  the  control  of  the  South  Western  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  and  Infectious  Diseases  are  admitted  to  Ham  G-reen  Hospital.  This  Hospital 
has  been  of  great  value  to  the  local  practitioners  in  admitting  cases  other  than 
Infectious  Diseases  in  emergency.  Through  the  Central.  Health  Clinic  and  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Bristol  I  receive  copies  of  all  x*eport  of  admissions 
and  discharges  involving  patients  from  the  District,  and  am  most  grateful. 

8.  FIRST  AID  STATION. 

This  Station,  a  Branch  of  the  Somerset  88  Detachment  of  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society  under  the  enthusiastic  charge  of  Mrs.Phyllis  Wicks,  has  continued  its 
unique  and  valuable  service,  in  spite  of  the  limited  number  of  these  voluntary 
worker  s .

Enthusiastic  congratulation 
was  given  to  the  Post,  on  its  equipment,  efficiency  and  service. 


PATER  SUPPLY. 


Water  is  available  as  piped  supply  to  all  houses  in  the  District,  and  is 
supplied  by  the  Bristol  YTaterworks  Company.  There  has  at  no  time  been  any  shortage f. 

Quality.  There  is  never  any  doubt  about  the  puri.ty  of  the  water  bacteriologically.. 

Chemically,  there  has  been  through  the  year  an  apparent  greater  hardness, 
though  a  recent  analysis  has  shown  improvement.  The  matter  was  taken  up  wiLh  the 
Company  and  a  Conference  arranged  with  their  officials.  The  explanation  was  that 
the  previous  dry  year  had  necessitate!  the  use  of  water  from  Chelvey  while  other 
reservoirs  were  being  restocked.  We  have  since  been  informed  by  the  G-ereral 
Manager  that  the  whole  matter  of  softening  the  water  in  the  Portishead  and  adjoining 
areas  was  under  active  consideration.

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10.  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 


The  District  is  fully  sewered  except  for  the  North  West  part  of  Nore  Road, 
and  houses  at  Down  Road  adjoining  Redcliffe  Bay  in  the  Long  Ashton  Rural  District. 

Extensions  of  sewers,  new  works  or  improvements  during  year:- 

(a)  Completed 

Relief  sewer  for  part  of  YYest  Hill,  via  Beach  Hill,  to  join  the  outfall 
sewer  near  the  Esplanade,  at  the  cost  of  £2,376. 

(b)  In  Progress. 

A  complete  survey  of  the  existing  sewerage  system,  together  with 
clearance  of  silted  portions. 


Future  Proposals. 

(1)  Major  alterations  to  the  existing  system  to  alleviate  flooding  in  the  High 
Street,  Slade  Road  and  the  Lake  Grounds,  and  to  remove  sewage  overflow  to  the 
rhine  near  Albert  Road. 

Estimated  Cost  £43 x 800. 

This  expensive  scheme,  which  from  a  Public  Health  point  of  view  must  be 
considered  urgent  as  long  as  the  defects  persist,  came  oefore  the  Council  for 
detailed  examination  in  November,  in  the  hope  that  some  economy  could  be  effected 
before  ft  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  approval.  It  was  realised  that  the 
Consultants  should  be  provided  with  a  better  picture  of  the  condition  and  working 
of  the  present  system,  and  that  the  proposed  scheme  wo^d  not  alleviate  the 
trouble  at  Slade  Road. 

Extremely  valuable  survey  and  cleansing  of  the  intricate  old  system  is 
being  carried  out  by  the  Surveyor,  and,  with  the  aid  of  efficient  instruments, 
exact  data  will  become  available  to  enable  a  better  assessment  to  be  made  of  the 
dimensions,  causes,  and  treatment  required. 

(2)  Extension  of  the  sewerage  system  to  accommodate  the  drainage  of  the  Redcliffe 
Bay  area,  in  conjunction  with  Long  Ashton  Rural  District  Council. 

Both  Districts  are  heavily  committed  with  Sewerage  Development  so, 
although  general  agreement  in  principle  is  reached,  there  is  likely  to  be  some 
delay  in  achievement  -  unless  the  cesspit  systems  on  the  new  Estates  in  the  areaK 
should  prove  difficult  to  maintain  satisfactorily. 


11 •  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

House  Refuse  is  removed  by  Direct  Labour,  using  one  Karrier  Diesel  Refuse 
Truck,  with  an  Austin  3  ton  lorry,  fitted  with  a  Tuke  and  Bell  removable  refuse 
top  when  in  use,  for  use  as  a  supplement  when  required.  Collection  is  made  weekly 
to  cover  the  whole  District. 

Trade  waste  is  collected  from  Shops,  but  not  the  large  factories. 

House  and  Trade  Refuse  are  disposed  of  by  controlled  Tipping  in  one  Controlled 

Tip. 

Salvage  of  Paper,  Rags  and  Metals  is  carried  out  efficiently,  and  during  the 
year  has  provided  revenue  as  follows: -

The  Housing  Manager  reports  "Although  the  civil  engineering  works  in 
Portishead  are  running  down  and  the  amount  of  casual  labour  being  attracted 
to  the  District  is  reducing,  applications  for  accommodation  from  employees 
of  the  C.E^A.  and  the  chemical  factory  are  continually  being  received.  Also 
as  a  result  of  the  Repairs  and  Rents  Act  applications  are  being  received  for 
old  peoples*  dwellings  from  residents  who  are  feeling  the  affect  cf  decontrol 
of  higher  rated  dwellings." 

During  the  year  the  Council  has  purchased  a  number  of  large  houses  for 
conversion  into  flats  and  dwellings.  In  this  way  the  problem  of  the  tall  houses 
at  Royal  Terrace,  where  poorly  furnished  flats  have  for  some  time  been  a  source 
of  complaint  and  housing  application,  is  to  be  dealt  with  in  1958*

15.  FOOD  HYGIENE. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955 » 

Action  Taken:-  A  commencement  has  been  made  of  a  detailed  survey  of  the 
Food  Premises  in  the  District.  Informal  notices  of  deficiences  have  been 
given  to  fifteen  of  the  main  food  shops,  and  numerous  improvements,  including 
the  complete  rebuilding  of  storage  and  sanitary  facilities  for  one  of  the  larger 
grocery  stores,  are  being  carried  cut. 

Slaughter  Houses.  There  is  none  in  Portishead. 

Premises  where  Food  is  prepared. 

There  are  8  premises  registered  under  Section  1 6  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1955  For  the  preparation  of  Ice  Cream,  Meat  Products  etc. 

No  formal  action  was  necessary  under  the  Act. 

16.  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

The  monthly  figures  for  the  outfall,  as  calculated  by  the  Br: stol  Public 
Analyst  on  behalf  of  the  County,  are  given  in  the  Appendix  to  this  Report. 

There  is  also  a  Table  showing  the  comparative  figures  for  preceding  years.  There 
is  an  appreciaole  diminution  in  the  amount  of  total  solids  during  last  year. 

The  presence  of  two  large  works  in  the  area,  whence  pollution  is  apt  to  give 
rise  to  periodic  complaint  from  residents,  calls  for  the  ucmost  vigilance  and  it 
was  felt  that  the  Council’ s  interest  could  best  be  watched  by  enlisting  and 
reserving  the  services  of  an  expert.  It  has,  therefore,  been  decided  that 
estimations  of  pollution  shall  from  April  1st,  1958  be  the  responsibility  of 
Dr  .G-.V. James,  and  that  the  Public  Analyst' s  reports  would  thence  be  discontinued.

18,  CONCLUSION. 


The  steady  growth  of  the  population  and  activity  of  Portishead  continues, 
and  since  1951  over  one  thousand  extra  souls  have  come  in  to  be  rehoused.  The 
end  of  the  year  found  the  Council,  partly  for  reasons  of  increased  loan  rates, 
deciding  to  hesitate  a  while  for  assessment  of  needs  in  its  Housing  Programme 
and  to  concentrate  or  providing  accommodation  for  old  people. 

The  correction  of  fa’ilts  in  the  Sewerage  System  calls  for  much  investigation 
and  deliberation  and  seems  likely  to  be  able  to  be  dealt  with  during  the  coming 
year. 


It  would  seem  that  the  Council's  vigilance  in  the  matter  of  Air  Pollution 
is,  at  the  least  in  part  responsible  for  a  definite  improvement  in  conditions  and 
will  need  to  be  maintained. 

I  must  thank  Mr ,W,H. Green,  the  Housing  Manager  and  Public  Health  inspector 
for  his  help  in  providing  much  of  the  data  of  this  report  and  the  Clerk  and  his 
officers  for  their  co-operation  at  all  times,  and  you.  Sir,  and  your  Council 
for  consideration  and  understanding.
